"Since the war we have more 
men than women patients," said 
Dr. Gregory L. Pollock, a pioneer 
specialist in this form of human 
sculpture. 


"Lawyers, 
entertainers, school- 


teachers, beauty parlor operators, 
salesgirls waitresses — any 'peo- 
ple who meet the public — find 
their incomes suffer from facial 
disfigurements. So they have them 
removed. 


"The improvement of their fea- 
tures also helps them in personali- 
ty ways. They lose lifelong flings 
of inferiority and regain self-con- 
fidence."

Regional Plan 
for Education 
in Effect 


Atlanta, May 20 — (/P) — The 


Sottth's plan for regional education 
was in effect today. 


Contracts were signed, by the Re- 


gional Council for Education with 
the Medical College of 
Virginia, 


Louisiana State University, Emory 
university and Vanderbilt univer- 
sity for medical and dental train- 
ing. 


In addition, Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute, acting for the common- 
wealth of Virginia, signed a con- 
tract providing for veterinary med- 
ical training for Virginia 
students 


at the University of Georgia. 


Approximately 225 white and 200 
Negro students are expected to en- 
rol) this fall under the contracts, 
and under ten new ones to be ex- 
ecuted shortly. 


Under the contracts, states which 


do not provide medical, dental, or 
veterinary training agree to pay 
the institutions $1,500 a year for 
each medical or dental 
student, 


and $1,000 a year for each veteri- 
nary medical student enrolled. In 
return, the states are assured that 
a set number of their qualified stu- 
dents will 
be 
admitted 
to 
the 


schools, so that the states can meet 
their needs without the expense of 
operating medical, dental or vet- 
erinary schools. 


Each state in the plan is as- 


signed a quota. Selections will be 
made by the regional service in- 
stitutions from students 
certified 
by the states. 


"The 
signing of the contracts 


represents years of discussion and 
months of intensive effort," said 
Dr. John E. Ivey, Jr., director of 
the council. "It reflects the work 
of a large number of governors and 
educators in the southern 
states 


who see in the regional education 
plan a means of improving grad- 
uate and professional training of 
southerners for work in the south." 


Ivcy said it is expected the plan 


will cover other fields in addition 
to the present ones. 


Legislatures in ten states, includ- 


ing Arkansas, have approved 
the 


compact under which the regional 
plan 
operater 
Alabama. 
and 


Texas are now considering it. Ap- 
propriations for the plan during the 
next two years will total about Si, 
750.000. 


The regional council will be re- 


placed by a board of control for 
southern regional education to be 
organized June

Beach, Fla. The board will be com- 
posed of the governor and three 
representatives from each state.
